REMARKS 

Claims 22-39 remain in the application. 

The Examiner has provisionally rejected claims 22-39 under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 20, 27 
and 34 of co-pending Application No. 10/032,273, and in view of claim 13 of co-pending 
application 10/032,259. These applications have issued as US Patent Nos. 6,668,642 and 
6,668,641, respectively. Applicant is submitting an appropriate terminal disclaimer. 
Accordingly, this rejection is believed to be overcome. 

The Examiner has also requested that number 121 in the specification be changed 
back to 1 12. Applicant has made the necessary corrections.
